Debates  carry  on  about  what  properly  depicts  a  formal 
remembrance  of  an  event.  A  wall  of  names,  faceless  and 
simple,  or  perhaps  an  obelisk  or  flagpole:  totemic  reminders 
of  incidents  past.  Simple?  Ornate?  A  scantly  existent  middle 
ground? 

The  Association  of  Student  Alumni,  or  ASA,  wished  to 
remind  the  entire  Lehigh  University  community  of  the  void 
that  the  attacks  of  September  11th,  2001  left  when  it  set  out 
to  plan,  fund,  and  bring  to  fruition  a  monument  that  would 
adequately  remember  the  true  cost  of  such  senseless  acts  of 
terror.  As  a  consequence,  ASA's  project  gave  testament  to  our 
school's  ability  to  fracture  the  stagnant  indifference  frequently 
surrounding  such  a  grave  event. 

The  monument,  a  curved  pathway  with  twelve  trees,  each 


representing  a  lost  alum,  passes  gracefully  and  humbly  beside 
the  Alumni  Memorial  Building,  making  it  particularly  visible 
to  visitors  and  candidate  students.  Each  tree,  a  variety  that 
noticeably  blooms  in  September,  is  marked  with  a  brown  and 
brass  plaque  bearing  the  name  and  class  year  of  each  of  the 
lost  alumni. 

President  Alice  P.  Gast  presided  over  the  dedication 
ceremony,  along  with  student  chaplain  Dr.  Lloyd  Steffen.  The 
monument  was  described  as:  "a  symbol  of  commitment;  a 
pathway  that  will  guide  our  steps  as  we  move  in  this  learning 
community,  a  pathway  of  hope  where  we  are  humbled,  our  feet 
on  the  ground,  as  we  move  forward  and  go  about  the  business 
of  daily  living.  A  place  to  stop  and  reflect  and  be  inspired  by 
their  memory." 
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ASA  termed  the  pathwaj  a  living  memorial,  because  the 
trees  will  continue  t<>  grow  and  flourish  an  appropriate 
metaphor  for  the  untimely  loss  of  so  many  young  people. 
Benches  were  placed  along  parts  of  the  path  to  facilitate 
private  meditation  and  prayer. 

Passing  the  memorial  on  the  wa\  to  class,  one  notices 
a  folded  American  flag  on  one  of  the  plaques.  Another 
hears  a  waving  flag  posted  close  to  another  name.  Potential 
students  congregating  for  tours  in  Leadership  Plaza  can  be 
frequently  observed  meandering  through  the  new  memorial. 
Stopping  to  take  in  the  aesthetic  ambience  that  could  onl\ 
exist  here  at  Lehigh.

Once  perceived 
as  a  mark  of  respect,  and  largely  dismissed  during  the  post- 
war years  as  a  swath  of  elitism,  the  colorful  robes  hold  a 
certain  formality  -  one  that  was  out  in  full  regalia  during 
the  128th  Annual  Lehigh  University  Founder's  Day. 

Held  on  October  20th,  an  auspiciously  crisp  fall 
afternoon,  this  year's  Founder's  Day  reflected  largely  on 
the  financial  aspect  of  Asa  Packer's  five  hundred  thousand 
dollar  endowment  to  the  university  in  1865.    The  Lehigh 
community  welcomed  the  newly  setded  President,  Alice 
P.  Gast,  who  gave  the  keynote  speech  in  Packer  Memorial 
Church. 

Gast  remarked  on  the  importance  of  endowed 
departmental  chairs  and  how  Lehigh  must  increase  its 
number  to  better  compete  with  other  institutions.   A  new 
program  of  highlighting  names  in  gold  on  the  benches  of 
Leadership  Plaza  of  donors  whose  contributions  were  in 
excess  of  ten  million  dollars  was  also  introduced  by  Gast. 

A  reception  on  the  recendy  completed  Memorial 
Walkway  took  place  immediately  following  President  Cast's 
address.  Traditionally,  a  variety  of  special  events  mark 
the  Founder's  Day  festivities,  such  as  a  festival  in  Campus 
Square  in  2006,  or  a  march  around  Bethlehem  led  by  Asa 
Packer  impersonator  extraordinaire  George  Miller.

This  year  marked  the  first  annual  Sustainability  Week, 
sponsored  by  Students  for  Sustainable  Development  and  the 
Global  Union.  Throughout  the  week,  events  were  held  to 
demonstrate  the  importance  of  using  the  Earth's  resources  so 
that  future  generations  will  be  able  to  sustain  life.  The  events 
also  promoted  awareness  of  the  poor  conditions  of  food  and 
water  that  exist  in  other  countries. 

Students  had  the  opportunity  to  interact  with  David 
Dunham  from  Smarter  Fuel,  Gary  Falasca,  Director  of 
Facilities  Services,  Dr.  Al  Wurth,  Associate  Professor  of 
Political  Science,  and  Dr.  Edward  Levy,  Director  of  the 
Energy  Research  Center  in  a  green  energy  discussion  panel. 
One  of  the  main  concerns  was  that  energy  consumption 
from  transportation  at  Lehigh  was  too  great  with  the  majority 


of  it  stemming  from  personal  vehicle  use.   It  was  agreed  that 
in  order  for  Lehigh  to  change  as  a  whole,  many  students  need 
to  undergo  lifestyle  changes  regarding  energy  usage.  Students 
debated  over  whether  competitions  among  residential  halls  to 
reduce  energy  would  be  a  viable  idea. 

During  a  luncheon  held  for  students  and  faculty,  Stanley 
Laskowski  of  the  Philadelphia  Global  Water  Initiative, 
presented  the  importance  of  water  in  the  world.  A  short 
movie  was  shown  in  which  it  became  evident  that  too  many 
people  do  not  have  access  to  clean  drinking  water.  Mr. 
Laskowski  discussed  the  progress  of  the  millennium  goals, 
specifically  the  UN's  2015  initiative  to  reduce  half  of  the 
percentage  of  people  who  don't  have  clean  water  or  basic 
sanitation. 
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Slow  Food  ISA  came  to  represeni  its  nonprofit 
organization,  winch  promotes  the  food  traditions  of  local 
areas  and  the  idea  oi  taking  time  to  enjoy  a  meal.  Slow 
Food  International  started  in  Itah  in  1986  and  quickly 
expanded  through  its  chapters  called  Convivia,  and  its 
Terra  Madres,  world  meetings  of  food  communities  held 
even  twi  i  years.

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1 30  Year  Old  Library  Restored  to  Turjyof  the  Century  Opulence 


To  many  students,  past  and  present,  the  very  idea  of  changing 
Linderman  Library  brought  a  sense  of  fear  —  fear  that  the  place 
where  they  studied  for  their  first  final  or  met  their  first  friend 
would  be  sterilized.  The  image  of  a  reborn  stalwart  of  learning, 
whitewashed  and  plastered,  cleaned  and  organized,  encompassing 
all  the  details  that  simply  don't  fit  into  the  classical  picture 
of  academia,  was  whispered  and  editorialized  in  the  months 
following  the  closure.  Articles  and  underground  preservation 
movements  challenged  former  President  Gregory  Farrington 
and  Anthony  Corallo,  Vice  President  for  Development,  on  their 
freshly  sketched  brainchild. 

Following  a  "soft  opening,"  on  March  19,  2007,  the  entire 
campus  was  welcomed  to  explore  Linderman.  Maps  and  tours 
were  given,  the  dust  settled,  and  the  general  consensus  seemed 
to  be  best  summed  in  the  word:  "wow!"  Bathrooms  featuring 
period  tile  motifs  on  every  floor,  new  stonework  on  the  outside 
of  the  building  masking  ramps  and  emergency  stairs,  hidden 
plumbing  and  electrical  work,  and  real  Terrazzo  flooring  in 
rebuilt  areas  were  largely  overlooked  yet  intrinsically  important 
features  of  new  Linderman. 

Fourteen  shades  of  gold  were  tested  before  one  was  picked  to 


restore  the  ceiling  of  the  famous  1 929  Reading  Room.  Modern 
touches  were  sparse  and  subtle  in  their  execution  —  computers 
hidden  in  desks  that  appear  to  have  always  been  there,  and 
wireless  routers  that  are  largely  invisible  create  the  mammoth 
infrastructure  improvements  that  were  so  badly  needed  before 
the  renovation. 

And  yes,  Virginia,  there  is  a  cafe.  Arguably  the  most  disputed 
of  the  new  features,  the  cafe  fills  the  space  in  the  first  floor  of 
the  1879  Rotunda.  Warm  wood  and  metal  touches,  as  well  as 
well-crafted  new  old-looking  nooks  make  the  cafe  unobtrusive 
and  private  -  something  few  expected.  No  expense  was  spared; 
those  comfortable  black  office  chairs  in  almost  every  seminar 
and  class  room?  Those  are  Knoll  Chadwick  chairs,  which  the 
Knoll  lists  as  costing  approximately  $1,085  per  basic  chair. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  renovation  of  Linderman  will 
be  the  last  major  overhaul  for  the  building  for  many  years  to 
come.  After  all,  why  settle  for  years  of  small  and  not  so  subde 
"quick-fixes"  that  only  detract  from  a  unified  space,  when  all  the 
small  problems  that  exist  with  old  spaces  can  be  wrapped  and 
repackaged  so  elegandy  in  one  sweep?

With  six  seniors  leading  the  Mountain  Hawks  this  season, 
the  team  was  never  far  from  the  finish  line.  Seniors  Sean 
Swift,  Victor  Vientos  and  Brendan  Glover  proved  to  be  a 
fast,  competitive  trio  and  a  threat  to  the  competition. 

One  highlight  of  the  season  was  Lehigh's  victory  over  rival 
Lafayette  in  a  dual  meet.  The  men  outran  the  competition  for 
the  eighth  year  in  a  row,  with  eight  runners  finishing  in  the 
top  ten.  Swift  earned  the  individual  title  in  the  8K. 

Lehigh  hosted  the  33rd  annual  Brooks  Paul  Short  Run, 
which  included  more  than  220  collegiate  and  high  school 
cross  country  teams.

The  2006  season  began  with  loft 
expectations.  After  a  record  setting  season, 
the  Mountain  Hawks  were  the  preseason 
pick  to  win  the  league.  They  battled  a  string 
of  injuries  to  key  players  but  still  managed 
to  qualify  for  their  third  consecutive  Patriot 
League  tournament,  largely  in  part  to  the 
contributions  of  the  most  successful  senior 
class  in  program  history. 

A  rash  of  injuries,  combined  with 
a  more  challenging  out-of-conference 
schedule,  did  not  make  things  easy  for  the 
Hawks,  who  finished  the  season  at  8-9-1. 
Lehigh,  however,  did  have  a  penchant  for 
late-game  heroics  as  ten  of  the  team's  25 
goals  came  in  the  75th  minute  or  later. 

The  trend  began  on  opening  night 
when  Lehigh,  trailing  visiting  Marist  1-0 
in  the  90th  minute,  scored  the  equalizer 
as  sophomore  Hailey  Coonrad  headed 
home  a  free  kick  to  tie  the  game  with  just 


12  seconds  remaining,  which  led  to  senior 
Daniela  Piper's  overtime  game  winner. 

Needing  a  win  in  the  regular  season 
finale  vs.  Holy  Cross,  Lehigh  spotted 
the  visiting  Crusaders  a  1-0  lead  after  an 
opening  minute  goal.  Junior  Jen  Fetsick 
scored  the  tying  goal  early  in  the  second 
half,  and  then  scored  the  game  winner 
in  the  88th  minute  to  propel  Lehigh  to 
the  Patriot  League  tournament,  where 
the  Mountain  Hawks  fell  to  the  eventual 
tournament  champion,  Navy,  0-2.

Before  the  start  of  their  Sweet  1 6  game 
against  Duke,  the  Mountain  Hawks  had 
already  achieved  much  success.  Lehigh 
became  the  first  team  to  go  undefeated 
in  Patriot  League  plav  without  a  tie  in  the 
league's  history,  broke  multiple  program 
records,  combined  for  twenty  six  weekly 
awards  that  came  from  the  league  or 
national  level,  had  five  players  named  to 
the  All-League  teams,  earned  the  Patriot 
League  Coach  of  the  Year  and  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Year  honors  and  placed  one 
player  on  a  national  All-Rookie  team.

In 
the  second-round  game  against  Rhode 
Island,  the  Mountain  Hawks  erased  a  1-0 
deficit  with  6:34  remaining.  Lehigh  and 
Rhode  Island  batded  to  a  1-1  tie  at  the  end 
of  double-overtime.  After  a  5-4  shootout, 
Lehigh  advanced  to  the  third  round  against 
top-seeded  Duke.  The  Blue  Devils  defeated 
Lehigh  3-0  to  advance  to  the  quarterfinals 
of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

Much  of  the  team's  success  has  been 

attributed  to  the  team's  desire  to  achieve  the 

same  goal.  As  a  result,  Lehigh  concluded 

the  season  15-2-3,  recording  the  most  wins 

in  program  history.

Men  come  up  fourth  in  Patriot  League  Championships 


ending  the  SQaspn  fourth  out  of  eight 
teams  at  the  Patriot  League  Championship, 
the  Hawks  walked  away  from  the  season 
with  success  on  their  minds. 

In  the  men's  Championship  meet, 
Lehigh's  4x800  meter  relay  team  of  Kevin 
and  Brian  Ahearn,  '07,  Kyle  Manning,  '08, 
and  Garrett  Zambrows,  '09,  placed  third 
with  a  time  of  7:31.56.  Victor  Vientos, 
'07,  also  saw  success  at  the  meet,  as  he  ran 
31:43.48  m  the  men's  10,000  meter  run  to 
place  fifth,  while  fellow  senior  David  Falk 
advanced  to  the  finals  of  the  100  and  200 
meter  dashes,  where  he  finished  third  and 
fifth,  respectively.  Sean  Swift,  '07,  won  the 
steeplechase  by  three  seconds. 

Lehigh  had  two  athletes  finish  second  in 
their  events  as  Greg  Horn,  '07,  raced  52.98 
in  the  400  meter  hurdles  and  Nick  Ray,  '10, 
set  a  personal  record  in  the  shot  put  with  a 
54'6"  throw.

'80Q  nj£ter  run  with  a  time  of  1:51.28,  while 
Steve  Rosinski,  '07,  was  able  to  contribute 
to  the  team  effort  by  scoring  points  in  the 
3000  meter  steeplechase  and  the  4x100 
meter  and  4x400  meter  relays. 

In  the  last  set  of  Patriot  League 
honorable  mentions,  Swift  and  Khalil 
Uqdah,  '10,  both  received  recognition  for 
their  hard  work  on  the  race  track.  It  was 
the  third  mention  for  Swift,  and  the  second 
for  Uqdah.

A  Costa  Rican  Experience 


For  the  eighth  straight  war/  group  of  Lehigh  University  students 
studied  the  issue  of  "Sustainable  Development"  abroad  in  Costa 
Rica  over  the  winter  break.  Twelve  students  representing  all  three 
undergraduate  colleges  learned  about  Costa  Rica's  economy,  political 
structure,  social  programs,  and  environment.  In  a  country  the  size 
of  West  Virginia,  over  a  quarter  of  the  land  is  set  aside  for  national 
reserves  and  parks.  Since  the  oil  crisis  of  the  1970s,  Costa  Rica  has 
invested  heavily  in  renewable  power.  These  reasons  make  it  the  ideal 
place  to  examine  the  economic  effects  of  a  push  for  sustainable 
development. 

Several  classes  were  held  in  the  Fall  2006  semester  to  give  the 
students  background  on  diverse  research  areas  and  lay  a  foundation 
for  the  trip.  Facilitating  Arts  196  since  its  inception  are  Associate 
Professor  Don  Morris  and  Professor  Richard  Weisman.  The  students 
come  from  a  variety  of  majors  and  are  mixed  together  into  project 
groups  to  provide  an  interdisciplinary  experience. 

Each  group  looks  at  a  different  area  of  sustainable  development. 
These  include  the  effects  of  conservation  on  politics,  economics, 
social  programs,  international  development  organization,  and  tropical 
ecology  within  Costa  Rica.  Guest  lecturers  come  throughout  the  fall 
and  speak  on  the  various  topics.  Once  abroad,  the  students  traverse 
Costa  Rica  in  a  MicroBus — hitting  8-10  locations  from  the  Caribbean 
Sea  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  students  actively  participated  in 
"Ecotourism",  an  industry  that  represents  8%  of  Costa  Rica's  Gross 
Domestic  Product.

A  new,  unconventional  minor  program  makes  its 
way  into  Lehigh  University's  academic  experience. 
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This  spring  semester  a  new  minor  in  Peace 
Studies  was  designed  at  Lehigh.  The  course 
was  started  by  Professors  Addison  Bross  of 
the  English  Department  and  Chaim  Kaufmann 
of  the  International  Relations  Department. 

The  idea  arose  three  years  ago  when  Bross 
taught  a  freshman  seminar  entitled,  "Considering 
Peace  and  Nonviolence."

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The  construction  of  a  new  golf  driving  range  and  practice  facility 
on  Goodman  Campus  is  one  of  the  latest  projects  of  the  Integrated 
Learning  Experience  (ILE),  a  program  designed  to  give  students  real- 
world  experience  in  designing,  planning  and  sometimes  executing 
projects  which  enhance  Lehigh's  athletic  facilities  in  some  way. 

Co-directed  by  Dean  of  Athletics  Joe  Sterrett  and  Vincent 
Munley,  Iacocca  Professor  of  Business,  ILE  (also  known  as  the 
Athletics  Complex  Design  Course)  has  been  in  existence  for  more 
than  a  decade  and  is  offered  for  one  semester  every  year.  Although 
the  course  originates  in  the  College  of  Business  and  Economics, 
students  from  the  other  colleges  (such  as  architecture,  engineering 
and  journalism)  are  invited  to  participate.  This  past  fall  semester  saw 
students  planning  for  a  new  executive  golf  course  to  complement  the 
golf  facilities  already  under  construction. 

Business  students  not  only  benefit  from  collaboration  with 
students  from  the  other  colleges,  but  the  hands-on  experience  is 
also  valuable.  Although  not  all  ILE  projects  lead  to  a  tangible  end 
result,  the  experience  of  planning  and  preparing  the  projects  to 
possibly  be  carried  out  can  in  many  ways  be  more  important  to  the 
overall  experience.  Cost-benefit  analyses  and  marketing  analyses  take 
business  students  beyond  the  classroom  and  into  the  real  world. 

In  the  end,  the  ILE  program  provides  a  unique  capstone  experience 
for  the  undergraduate  career  of  those  involved,  and  they  gain  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  were  a  part  of  something  important 
to  the  Lehigh  community.  "The  leadership  experience  I  gained  from 
it  was  invaluable,  along  with  the  friendships  I  made  by  getting  to  meet 
a  truly  great  group  of  fellow  classmates,"  says  Jerre  Lieberman  '07, 
who  took  part  in  the  program  this  past  fall.

CBE  ranks  in  Underarad  Tod  20 
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Lehigh's  College  of  Business  and  Economics  (CBE)  captured 
the  eighteenth  position  in  BusinessWeek  magazine's  first-ever 
undergraduate  business  program  rankings  consisting  of  the  most 
innovative  and  competitive  undergraduate  programs  in  the  country. 

Students  and  recruiters  plaved  a  crucial  role  in  their  examination 
of  1,41)0  American  colleges  and  universities  for  business  programs 
accredited  by  the  Association  to  Advance  Collegiate  Schools  of 
Business  and  met  three  criteria  based  on  test  scores,  selectivity,  and 
the  number  of  students  from  the  top  10%  of  their  high  school 
classes.  While  more  than  90  schools  met  these  benchmarks,  only  84 
schools  agreed  to  participate.  BusinessWeek  conducted  a  50-question 
survej  among  students  from  these  schools  about  academics,  facilities, 
student  life,  etc.  and  polled  almost  2,000  corporate  recruiters  tot- 
companies  that  hire  thousands  of  business  majors  every  year  as  well 
as  each  institution  about  median  starting  salaries  and  graduates  in 
top  MBA  programs.  Finally,  an  academic  quality  measurement  of 
five  measures:  average  SAT  scores,  faculty-student  ratio,  average  class 
size,  percentage  of  business  majors  with  internships,  and  the  hours 
students  spend  every  week  on  schoolwork.  Together,  these  measures 
composed  the  rankings'  sources  of  data. 

Additionally,  Lehigh's  Accounting  Program  was  listed  among  the 
nation's  top  10,  placing  ninth  place  based  on  its  strong  alumni  network 
and  relationships  with  the  Big  lour  public  accounting  firms. 

"But  the  new  ranking  also  shows  just  how  much  good  company 
Wharton  has  these  days,"  wrote  BusinessWeek.  "Schools  that  had 
never  been  thought  of  as  top  business  programs,  such  as  Lehigh 
University's  College  of  Business  cv  Economics,  turn  out  to  deserve 
more  recognition."

Innovative  Research 
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Nanotechnology,  or  the  creation  of  materials  and  devices  through 
the  control  of  matter  at  the  atomic  level,  is  an  up-and-coming  held,  and 
specifically  a  field  of  interest  at  Lehigh.  Lehigh  was  the  only  university 
this  year  to  receive  two  National  Science  Foundation  nanotechnology 
research  grants,  the  maximum  number  of  grants  awardable.  Lehigh 
received  grants  through  the  National  Science  Foundation's  Nanoscale 
Interdisciplinary  Research  Team  (NIRT)  and  Nanoscale  Exploratory 
Research  (NER)  programs.  NIRT  grants  run  for  four  years  and  provide 
SI  million  or  more  in  funding,  while  NER  grants  run  for  one  year  and 
provide  SI 00,000  in  funding.  In  addition  to  the  NIRT  and  NER  grants, 
Lehigh  also  received  numerous  state  grants.  These  state  grants  not  only 
enhance  the  research  capability  of  Lehigh,  but  also  allow  Lehigh  to  have 
a  greater  influence  on  the  surrounding  community  and  economy. 

Keeping  up  with   the   nanotechnology   trend,   Lehigh  is   the   only 

university  in   the  world   with   two   aberration-corrected   transmission 

electron    microscopes,    which    determine    the    chemical    identity    of 

individual  atoms  in  crystalline  materials.    There  are  also  many  courses 

offered   in    the    P.C.    Rossin    College    of    Engineering   and    Applied 

Science  which  introduce  students  to  the  field  of  nanotechnology.  The 

Nanotechnology  and  Society  class,  which  is  taught  by  a  collaboration 

of  professors  in  the  engineering  college,  allows  students  to  not  only 

learn  in  a  classroom  setting,  but  to  also  perform  research  with  Lehigh's 

state-of-the-art   electron   microscopes.   "Nanotechnology  is   definitely 

a  start  to  a  new  era,  allowing  for  professionals  from  various  fields  to 

collaborate,"  stated  Professor  Martin  Harmer  of  the  Materials  Science 

and  Engineering  Department.  Professor  Harmer,  as  well  as  many  other 

faculty  members  here  at  Lehigh,  have  contributed  to  the  emerging  field 

of  nanotechnology.

When  graduating  from  Lehigh,  most  students  will  have  a  resume 
and  a  diploma  to  show  tor  all  the  hard  work  they  have  put  in.  For 
Formula  SAE  team  members,  they  will  have  built  one  race  car  for 
each  year  they  were  on  the  team.  On  average,  a  member  of  the 
team  spends  5-10  hours  per  week  on  the  car,  with  some  members 
spending  as  much  as  20-40  hours  per  week! 

Since  1994,  the  Lehigh  Formula  SAE  Team  has  competed  in 
competitions  held  by  the  Society  of  Automotive  Engineers  (SAE). 
At  last  year's  competition,  the  team  won  first  place  for  having  the 
most  innovative  car  and  second  place  for  the  use  of  composite 
materials.  Team  member  Ryan  Hetrick  explains,  "The  team  prides 
itself  on  being  innovative  and  leading  the  competition  forward, 
rather  than  building  the  same  car  year  after  year."  This  year,  the 
team  will  attend  the  competitions  in  Michigan  and  California. 

The  Formula  SAE  team  numbers  between  15-20  students, 
of  which  4-5  are  the  core  design  team.  Groups  of  students  are 
responsible  for  different  subsystems — chassis,  suspension,  drive 
train,  engine,  and  brakes.  While  the  team  has  Professor  Joachim 
Grenestedt  to  advise  them,  it  is  the  students  who  do  the  designing, 
construction,  and  testing  of  the  car.  Sponsors  in  industry  provide 
funding,  parts  and  access  to  equipment  not  available  at  Lehigh,  as 
well  as  advice  and  technical  assistance. 

For  the  hard  work  and  long  hours  being  a  member  of  the  team 
entails,  the  end  of  the  year  brings  an  aspect  of  fun — getting  to 
finally  drive  the  car.  It  is  the  most  experienced  drivers  who  get 
to  drive  the  car  at  competition,  but  when  all  is  said  and  done, 
everybody  who  has  worked  on  the  car  gets  a  chance  to  drive.

This  money  was 
given  to  Turning  Point,  a  local  shelter  for  battered 
women  and  the  Alpha  Chi  Omega  Foundation,  the 
sorority's  national  philanthropy  organization  which 
also  fights  domestic  violence. 

"Kristin's  Story"  was  the  project  of  VP  Finance, 
Stephanie  Papastephanou,  who  single-handedly 
attained  a  grant  for  their  chapter  to  host  the  event. 
They  shared  this  grant  with  the  Delta  Delta  Deltas 
of  nearby  Lafayette.  Sisters  of  both  sororities 
managed  to  put  aside  the  rivalry  and  were  very 
successful  at  planning  the  event  together. 

"Kristin's  Story"  is  the  story  of  a  mother 
(Andrea,  a  Tri-Delta  alum)  whose  daughter 
(Kristin,  a  former  Alpha  Chi)  committed  suicide 
after  being  raped  by  a  male  acquaintance.  As 
Andrea  showed  the  audience  pictures  of  her 
smiling  daughter  and  recounted  the  events  as 
Kristin  fell  deeper  into  depression  until  she 
eventually  shot  herself  on  New  Year's  Eve,  there 
was  not  a  dry  eye  in  the  audience.

On  November  17,  1827,  nine  men  reconvened 
in  North  College  Hall  at  Union  College  in  order 
to  lav  the  foundation  of  the  Delta  Phi  Fraternity. 
They  consecrated  an  organization  based  on  study, 
friendship  and  lifelong  bonds  that  has  lasted  to 
this  day. 

The  Nu  Chapter  of  Delta  Phi  was  founded  at 
Lehigh  University  in  1 884  by  six  men  who  felt  the 
desire  for  brotherhood  and  companionship.  Delta 
Phi  is  the  oldest  continuous  national  fraternity  in 
the  country. 

With  programs  such  as  the  Breast  Cancer  Walk, 
Bowling  for  Kids,  and  Hoops  for  Hunger,  they 
have  become  an  asset  to  both  Lehigh  University 
and  the  city  of  Bethlehem.  This  semester,  Delta 
Phi  has  co-sponsored  two  major  philanthropic 
events.  On  October  28,  Delta  Phi  and  Gamma  Phi 
hosted  "Powder  Puff  Football"  with  all  proceeds 
going  to  a  paraplegic  best  friend  of  Gamma  Phi's 
cook.  The  second  event  was  the  Delta  Phi  and 
Alpha  Phi  Breast  Cancer  walk.  Over  100  Lehigh 
students  participated  in  the  walk  for  Breast  Cancer 
awareness.

Lambda  Chi  Alpha 

On  November  6,  1993,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha 
began  an  international  philanthropy  project  that 
has  raised  more  than  24.6  million  pounds  of 
food  for  the  needy  across  North  America.  Called 
the  North  American  Food  Drive,  this  annual 
event  has  arguably  become  the  largest  single-day 
philanthropic  project  sponsored  by  a  collegiate 
organization.  Its  success  is  so  impressive  that 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha  became  the  first  fraternity  to 
receive  the  Summit  Award  from  the  American 
Society  of  Association  Executives  in  1995 — an 
award  presented  annually  to  associations  and 
companies  nationwide  as  part  of  its  Associations 
Advance  America  Awards  Program.  Last  year,  123 
chapters  participated  in  the  North  American  Food 
Drive,  collecting  our  largest  year  total  to  date — 
3.315  million  pounds  of  food. 

Lambda  also  participates  in  other  events:  Books 
over  Baghdad,  which  is  a  book  collection  for  our 
troops  in  Iraq;  leadership  training,  during  which 
members  attend  leadership  workshops  with  the 
sorority  Gamma  Phi  Beta;  and  Conversations  on 
Race,  which  are  open  discussions  held  on  race 
relations. 

Yearly  traditions  are  a  big  part  of  Lambda  Chi 
Alpha.  House  Appreciation  Day  is  when  all  the 
brothers  spend  time  cleaning  and  fixing  up  the 
house  together.  FA.R.T.S  are  Friday  Afternoon 
Recreational  Team  Sports.  Brother  dinners  are 
held  regularly  where  all  the  brothers  eat  together.

To  celebrate,  they 
have  been  holding  special  alumni  events  in  the 
tri-state  region.  These  events  will  culminate  next 
September  with  a  Centennial  Gala.  Sig  Ep  will  not 
only  be  celebrating  100  years  on  the  Hill  but  also 
100  years  of  brotherhood  and  service. 

In  their  mission  statement,  Sig  Ep  brothers  "are 
defined  by  their  commitment  to  academic  success, 
personal  development,  community  involvement 
and  fraternal  endeavors." 

The  importance  placed  on  community  service  is 
evidenced  by  Sig  Ep's  participation  in  philanthropic 
events.

The  Lehigh  University  Choral  Arts, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Steven 
"Doc"  Sametz,  is  an  ever-growing 
group  on  campus.  They  give  four 
concerts  at  Lehigh  each  year  and  tour 
internationally.  On-campus  highlights 
include  the  traditional  Christmas  Vespers 
in  Packer  Memorial  Church  and  the 
performance  of  major  works  with  the 
orchestra.  This  year,  the  Choral  Arts 
toured  in  China  along  with  alumni  and 
friends. 

The  University  Choir  has  been 
heard  in  some  of  the  world's  most 
prestigious  concert  halls,  singing  in  as 
many  as  1 7  languages.  They  frequently 
perform  new  works  written  expressly 
for  them.  In  addition  to  performances 
of  major  works  with  the  orchestra,  this 
year's  repertoire  included  a  program 
entitled  Life  is  a  Cabaret,  an  eclectic 
mix  of  tangos,  jazz  and  settings  of 
Shakespearean  poetry.

In  its  1 9th  year,  Lehigh's  Undergraduate 
Student  Senate  has  established  itself  as 
one  of  the  best  avenues  for  students  to 
hone  and  apply  their  leadership  skills. 
The  executive  board  of  Senate  consists 
of  a  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer, 
Secretary  and  Parliamentarian.  Senate 
consists  of  45  members  split  into  five 
constituencies:  namely  freshmen,  on- 
campus  upperclassmen,  off-campus, 
fraternities  and  sororities.  By  having 
such  a  diverse  group  of  students 
represented  across  all  four  years,  Senate 
ensures  that  all  groups  on  campus  have 
a  voice. 

Senate  is  structured  such  that  there 
are  four  standing  committees.  The 
Allocations  committee  is  responsible 
for  funding  everv  club  on  campus, 
approving  club  budgets,  and  entertaining 
new  budget  requests.

EMS 

Lehigh  University  Emergency  Medical 
Services  is  a  volunteer  organization  that 
exists  to  provide  emergency  medical 
care,  without  cost,  to  Lehigh  University's 
students,  faculty,  and  staff.  This  service 
is  provided  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a 
week.  It  is  a  completely  student  run 
organization  that  works  closely  with 
and  is  advised  by  the  Lehigh  University 
Police  Department. 

LUEMS  is  a  BLS  QRS  (Basic  Life 
Support,  Quick  Response  Service). 
This  service  does  not  transport  patients; 
they  provide  the  initial  assessment  and 
treatment  of  the  patient  before  care  is 
transferred  to  an  outside  ambulance 
service,  typically  the  City  of  Bethlehem 
or  Bethlehem  Township  Paramedics. 
Each  crew  that  responds  has  at 
least  two  members  who  are  licensed 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (EMT- 
B).  In  addition  to  responding  to 
emergency  calls,  LUEMS  provides 
stand-by  coverage  to  campus  events, 
such  as  sporting  events  and  university 
^J  productions,  for  the  safety  of  the 
\     participants  and  guests. 

This  past  year,  LUEMS  has  continued 
to  provide  emergency  care  for  the 
Lehigh  community.  They  continue  to 
work  with  the  LUPD  to  ensure  the 
safety  and  well-being  of  the  campus.

Lehigh's  ambitions  past  building  programs  have  left  students  who 
wish  to  live  on-campus  with  an  arraj  of  modern  living  quarters. 
Architecturally,  our  campus  varies  from  the  tennis  community  layout 
of  Trembley  Park,  to  the  Brutalist  concrete  lines  of  the  (  entennial 
complex,  to  the  neo-gothic  Freshman  Quad.    With  most  dorms, 
suites,  and  apartments  ranging  in  age  from  five  to  sixty  years  old 
-  all  with  cleaning  services  and  security  provisions,  dorm  lite  isn't 
as  dreary  as  the  northeast  Pennsylvania's  dark  winters  and  overcasl 
summers.

The  1 39th  Lehigh  commencement  ceremony  was  held  under 
blue  skies  and  a  pleasant  breeze.  1,170  bachelor  degrees,  520 
master's  degrees  and  84  doctoral  degrees  were  conferred.  It 
was  the  first  year  that  the  annual  alumni  reunion  was  held 
during  graduation  weekend,  and  the  Class  of  1957  welcomed 
Lehigh's  newest  alumni. 

Senior  class  President  Nickita  Nickitas  spoke  about  the 
importance  of  failure,  and  how  it  plays  a  part  in  success.  He 
spoke  about  his  own  experiences  and  advised  his  peers  to  not 
be  afraid  of  taking  risks  and  failing  because  we  cannot  succeed 
without  trying. 

Erik  Weihenmayer,  the  first  blind  person  to  climb  Mount 
Everest,  was  this  year's  commencement  speaker.  In  his  address, 
he  told  inspirational  stories  and  urged  the  members  of  the 
Class  of  07  to  "climb  high."  He  shared  his  experience  with 
six  blind  Tibetan  teenagers  and  how  they  trained  to  climb 
Mount  Everest.  His  message  was  that  leadership  skills  can  be 
passed  to  those  around  us,  and  his  closing  message  was  for  the 


graduates  to  be  "pioneers"  and  "elevate  the  world  around  us." 

At  her  first  Lehigh  commencement,  President  Gast 
challenged  the  Class  of  '07  to  "make  in  a  difference  in  the 
world."  She  suggested  that  graduates  should  not  only  think 
about  improving  the  human  condition  in  terms  of  their  career 
but  also  their  free  time.  Dr.  Gast  referred  to  many  alumni 
and  students  who  do  so  not  only  in  the  United  States  but  also 
abroad  such  as  in  Cambodia  and  Africa.  Along  the  same  lines, 
Patrick  Belmont,  Ph.  D  graduate,  urged  everyone  to,  "Go  do 
great  things  and  do  them  with  passion,"  earlier  in  the  day. 

The  ceremony  ended  with  the  traditional  handing  out  ot 
the  diplomas.  Each  person's  name  was  called,  and  the  graduate 
walked  on  the  stage  for  a  handshake  with  either  President  Gast 
or  Provost  El-Asser.  Amid  cheers  and  applause,  each  person 
walked  down  the  aisle  to  receive  his/her  diploma.  Singing  of

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In  many  ways,  this  year's  book  was  a  new  beginning.  As  editor-in-chief,  I  stepped  into  this 
position  with  only  vague  idea  of  what  needed  to  be  done,  and  almost  every  section  had  new  editors.
